The judges ruled that an or- 
der by United States District 
Judge John P. Barnes on Mon- 
day, releasing Touhy on a writ 
of habeas corpus, be stayed, and

penitentiary at Joliet. 

Touhy, who had been in pris- 
on 20 years, was freed tempo- 
rarily from serving any more 
of a 99-year term for the kid- 
naping, and also from a 199- 
year term imposed on him after 
a prison break in 1942.

JAWBONES OF MAN 
POSSIBLY 600,000 
YEARS OLD FOUND 


ALGIERS, Algeria, Aug. 11 
(AP) — French scientists have 
found two jawbones which they 
believe may have belonged to 
the earliest tool-using human 


i beings yet discovered. 


This ape-like creature has 
been named “Palikao man” aft- 
er a village near the diggings. 
He appears to have roamed the 
southern shores of the Mediter- 
ranean about 600,000 years ago. 

Prof. Camille Aranbourg of 
the P. Natural History Mu- 
seum head the expedition. Sci- 
entists working with him have 
explained this is the first time 
remains and tools have been 
found in the company of fossil 
animals which can be dated so 
early. The jawbones belong to 
what scientists call the Acheu- 
lean and Cheliean or Abbevil- 
lean periods.

WILSON ON SECURITY 
RULES, SCIENTISTS 


He Laboratory Men 
Must y Same Measures 


as Everybody Else. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1} (AP) 
—Secretary of Defense Wilson 
said in a discussion of secrecy 
on scientific matters yesterday 
that it would not do to let “sci- 
entists operate by one sgt of 
security rules and everybody 
else by another.” 

The point came up at a press 
conference. Wilson said some 
scientists may have misunder- 
stood the problems faced by Ahe 
military services in guarding 
secrets and protecting security. 
He made the statement in re- 
sponse to questions based on 
criticisms of military practices, 
contained in a report issued by 
a House Government Operations 
subcommittee headed hy Repre- 
sentative Riehlman (Rep.), New 
York, 

The report contained testi- 
mony and opinions from men of 
science and others who com- 
plained about secretiveness 
among military men in regard 
to scientific matters. 

Wilson said he believed that 
most scientists now understand 
the problem faced by the mili- 
tary, and that he saw no need 
for any loosening of security 


standards. 

“I have never subscribed to a 
double standards which permits 
scientists to operate by one set 
of security rules and everybody 
else by another,” Wilson re- 
marked. 

Along the same line, Wilson 
commented that “we are getting 
the Communists out of the la- 
bor unions and we will get them 
out of the laboratories.” Wilson

The heat and blast from a five 
megaton bomb, for example, 
will devastate an area of more 
than 300 square miles around 
ground zero. But it has now 
been discovered that in certain 
special cases, the heat and blast 
may be no more than the per- 
cussion cap of a much larger 
phenomenon. 

Radioactive ‘Fall-Out.’ 

This phenomenon is the radio- 
active “fall-out” that showered 
the Japanese fishing boat, For- 
tunate Dragon, and several of 
the inhabited Marshal] islands 
with a noxious ash. The par- 
ticular bomb that brought mis- 
fortune to the Marshall island- 
ers and the crew of the Fortu- 
nate Dragon ripped a huge 
chunk of material out of the 
earth’s skin. And all this mass 
of material, mostly coral, which 
pulverizes easily, ascended into 
the bonib cloud. 

But this great quantity of dust 
had considerable weight. Hence 
it fell quickly out of the cleud. 
And this fall-out of strongly 
radioactive particles occurred 
over a very large area, as can 
be gathered from the acknowl- 
edged fact that Fortunate Drag- 
on was 80 miles from ground 
zero.

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Mr. Benson’s Big Victory 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson is 
the No. 1 man of the Eisenhower Cabinet today. 
A year-ago it was freely predicted that he would 
be the first member of the President's official 
family to be discarded. Now he stands the victor 
in the bitter battle in Congress over flexible 
vs. rigid price supports. 

If the defeat of the Bricker"resolution, which 
would have tied the President's hands in the 
conduct of foreign relations, was the White 
House’s greatest triumph in this session of 
Congress—and it undoubtedly was—then the 
passage of flexible price support legislation ranks 
an easy second !n importance. 

For the new farm legislation unties the Presi- 
dent’s hands in a field where the executive, 
under long-ontinued wartime legislation de- 
signed to spur production, was helpless. Rigid 
supports were an incentive to the piling up of 
ever larger surpluses that had to be taken off 
the market through purchase by the Government 
in order to hold commodity prices up. 

Basing farm policy on price supports alone, as 
we have said before, does not seem to offer the 
best protection for the farmers or consumers or 
taxpayers. But some subsidy system seems nec- 
essary and flexible supports offer the advantage 
of making crop surpluses more manageable. 

Secretary Benson made it plain from the day 
he entered the Cabinet that he would work 
for the flexible principle. This brought down 
on his head the anathema of many Republican 
farm belt Senators, as led by Young of North 
Dakota and Thye of Minnesota. Yet in the end 
only three Republican Senators voted No, one 
of them being, significantly perhaps, McCarthy of 
Wisconsin. When the G.O.P. opponents saw that 
the bill would pass, their ranks crumbled. 

This is not to say that President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Benson won all they asked for. 
The Administration bill called for a range from 
75 to 90 per cent of parity within which the 
executive might set supports, according to con- 
ditions of supply and demand. The bill that 
has now passed both the House and Senate allows 
a range from the present mandatory _prop of 
90 per cent down to 8214. 

Thus the principle of flexible supports is 
adopted and the President and his Secretary of 
Agriculture will have a chance to show what 
they can do with a range of 732 percentage 
points. When it is remembered that the Agri- 
culture Committees of both the House and Senate 
voted for rigid supports and threw out the White 
House’s flexible proposal, this becomes a re- 
markable achievement in domestic legislation. 

The President and the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture must share their victory with Senator Aiken 
of Vermont, chairman of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. An advocate of flexible supports, 
the New Englander conducted extensive hearings 
on the issue, knowing full well that the senti- 
ment in his own committee was against him. He 
welcomed the debate, saying all along that he 
believed the farmers would back up the Admin- 
istration if they were fully informed. 

It will take the November congressional elec- 
tion to provide the full answer. But meantime 
the fact remains that G.O.P. farm state Senators 
like Carlson and Schoeppel of Kansas and Dirk- 
sen of Illinois voted for flexible supports on the 
telltale amendment that wrote the principle into 
the bill, 49 to 44. 

On this important issue, the Democratic party 
made itself the party of opposition in the Senate. 
Only 10 Democrats supported the flexible prin- 
ciple on the Administration amendment, while 
35 voted against it. On the final vote 18 Demo- 
crats supported the White House as against 24 
opposed, including Senators Hennings and 
Symington of Missouri. 

A few minor differences remain to be adjusted 
in conference, but the bill is as good as on the 
President's desk. He can take a lot of satisfac- 
tion in knowing that it soon will be there, 
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Service for Shrewsbury 

The Missouri Public Service Commission is 
quite right in turning down Public Service Co’s 
plea to abandon service on the Mackenzie- 
Shrewsbury bus line. The St. Louis transit firm's 
argument that operating losses on the route 
justify its elimination just does not stand analy- 
sis. If such a position were accepted public 
policy, the company could reasonably ask that 
all of its unprofitable lines be abolished, regard- 
less of the violence it might do to this com- 
munity. To the contrary, the. financial results 
of Public Service Co.'s operations should and 
must be considered on a system-wide basis.

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Tedium of a Hog 

Hogs get bored, an authority on them Says, 
to our considerable amazement. Looking at a 
hog in a wallow on a drowsy, droning summer 
afternoon, we'd have sworn that if lying there 
interminably didn’t bore it, nothing could. 

Yet Dr. Jacob A. Hoefer, swine researcher at 
Michigan State College, says the reason pigs 
bite off each other’s tails when crowded to- 
gether may be that they are bored. How biting 
off each other’s tails alleviates the boredom, 
he doesn’t say, and maybe it doesn't. Perhaps 
it only expresses the irritation, which some 
people, as well as hogs, consider the next best 
thing. At any rate, we know now that a hog isn’t 
always as contented as it looks. A hog’s life, we 
now know, thanks to Dr. Hoefer, may look to 
an outsider as though it were all skittles and 
slop, when momentarily all it is being is a 
lot of hogwash. 


Soviet Propaganda on Cancer 

Russian delegates to.the Sixth International 
Cancer Congress which was held in Sao Paulo 
in July are now busily traveling about Brazil 
lecturing in medical schools on cancer research 
marvels said to have been achieved in the So- 
viet Union, It is typical of the Russians that 
they are making claims which, if true, would 
put them in the lead in the fight on cancer 
and that they also are carrying out what, ac- 
cording to Kremlin standards, is very favorable 
propaganda for their country. 

Delegates from the United States. and other 
Western nations are highly skeptical of the 
Soviet claims. For while the Russians were 
friendly at the meeting, they confined their 
views on cancer to the lecture platform and re- 
sisted any trading of ideas in social talks. Under 
such circumstances, Western doctors would 
naturally be loath to accept the figures on such 
things as numbers of persons examined annually 
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bureati wanted presented in the largest autono- 
mous country in the tropics. ‘ 

Although it is true that medicine cannot 
achieve the highest standards in a nation known 
for its efforts to fit science to its political needs, 
the Russians’ wellwrapped statistics have been 
so presented in Brazil that they have enhanced 
the Soviet Union there. A tour by American doce 
tors through Brazil ought to help in countering 
extravagant Russian claims. 
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Ex-President Hoover at 80 

It is unfortunate that Herbert Hoover could 
not keep his return to West Branch on a birth- 
day party basis amid the homely scenes of his 
childhood there in the 1870s. The sun was 
bright on the fields of wind-rippled Iowa corn 
and the day was just right for a visit to the cot- 
tage in which he was born, the dedication of a 
schoolhouse, the planting of a tree and a picnic 
lunch in a Boy Scout tent. 0 


But the ex-President felt called on once more ’ 


to fight the battle of 1932 when he was defeated 


for re-election to the White House. Actually he - 


went beyond the matter of personal vindication 
and took his stand, whether he realized it or 
not, against some of the worthiest objectives 
of the Eisenhower Administration. : 
While he did not spell it out in detail, Mr. 
Hoover’s adverse reference to “a new type of 
commitment of the United States to other na- 
tions,” seemed essentially to be in opposition 
to the U.N. His denunciation of “international 
agreements which shackle our economy” puts. 


him close to the Brickerites, if not squarely in | 


the middle of their camp. His guidance on 
World War II is that we should have stayed out 
at least until Hitler had defeated Commu- 
nist Russia. His warped view of the use of the 
historic. protection against self-incrimination, as 
established in the Bill of Rights, is that it “is 
an implication of guilt.” 

As for social security, which the Eisenhower 
Administration is seeking to extend, he ap- 
peared to rule it out as so much “planned 
economy” that paralyzes “freedom and indi- 
vidual initiative.” For good measure he took 
vigorous swipes at “fuzzy-minded intellectuals,” 
“labor leaders” and “the common man” concept. 

Mr. Hoover, judging by his West Branch 
speech, would not just turn the clock back. He 
would throw it out the window. Too bad he had 
to bring up politics on his birthday when every- 
one, regardless of party, wanted to congratulate 
him on his ripe age and good health. 
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A Bill to Kill 

Attorney General Brownell’s bill to legalize 
the use of wiretapped evidence in federal courts 
has been dealt a blow in the Senate that ought 
to kill it. With the chairman abstaining because 
he is so strongly opposed to wiretapping that 
he felt he could not vote objectively, the best 
the Administration's bill could ‘achieve was a 
7-to-7 vote in the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Previously, before all members were present, the 
committee had voted 6 to 5 to table. Thus the 
full committee is actually opposed, 8 to 7. 

There is no reason to believe that the Brownell 
bill would help in the slightest in the apprehension 
of criminals and foreign agents. On the contrary 
it would in all probability dry up lines of detec- 
tion now in use. Meantime it would put the 
stamp of approval on widespread eavesdropping 
with thousands of law-abiding citizens as the un 
suspecting victims. It would: be a long step 
down: the road to a police state. 

Any attempt to pass the wiretapping bill in 
the Senate undoubtedly would be met with re- 
sistance stronger than that raised so far against 
a- White House measure. It should be tossed 
in the congressional asacan. 
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To Keep Japan on Our Side 

News that President Eisenhower favors a 
tariff-cutting agreement with Japan is an indica- 
tion that Washington is beginning to face the 
facts of its diplomatic-military position. In the 
far Pacific the great anchor of that position, 
of course, is Japan; but it can be expected to 
hold only if it has firm economic backing. 

Unfortunately Japan is in danger of bank- 
ruptcy. The American occupation and the Korean 
war provided only a temporary lift. Japan, 
with its territory reduced after World War II 
and with its population increasing, must find 
a way of sifpporting itself by industry and trade. 
If the old Chinese market is to remain largely 
closed, where are her salesmen to display their 
samples? Can we ‘fefuse orders and still expect 
Tokyo to play an anti-Communist role? 

Great Britain, another island nation, is in a 
simllar if less desperate situation. And the 
British have been trying to win back some of 
their China business. Just now a delegation of 
Labor party leaders is on its way to China for 
a three-week visit. Perhaps former Prime Min- 
ister Attlee is going along largely to prevent ex- 
ploitation of the trip by Aneurin Bevan, the 
party’s problem child. 

But when all the bows have been exchanged 
and all the tea cups drained, the real talk will 
be about trade. With less publicity, a number 
of Japanese missions also have visited China. 

It is simply unrealistic for the United States 
to expect anything else, especially so long as 
“trade, not aid” remains for the most part just 
a phrase. Even so, the President can expect 
more than a little.opposition to any proposal 
which would admit more Japanese goods to the 
United States. Pressure will come from the in- 
terests which induced Congress to ignore the 
Randall tariff report and to vote only a token 
one-year extension of the reciprocal trade law. 

But if there is not a general loosening-up of 
trade, what is to happen to factory-nations like 
Great Britain and Japan? Is it not too much to 


expect them to sacrifice themselves for a policy 


of commercial as well as military containment 
of the Communist countries? 

A more enlightened American trade policy 
based on an expanding American economy could 
do more than anything else to ease this situation.

Retiring Assistant Defense Secretary 
John A, Hannah apparently talked out 
of turn about the military manpower 
problem, but the plan he outlined to 
reporters follows generally the pattern 
which President Eisenhower gave his 
advisers last January. 

At that time the President called for 
“a new approach” to the manpower pro- 
gram, especially as it affected the build- 
ing and maintenance of a strong reserve 
‘system. Dr. Hannah seems to have dis- 
cussed prematurely a touchy subject, in- 
volving as it does the future of military 
training and service in this country 
between wars. 

General Eisenhower instructed de- 
fense chiefs in January to hold in abey- 
ance UMT (‘universal military training) 
plans pending a thorough study of re- 
serve needs. The tentative program 
disclosed by Dr. Hannah presumably 
would substitute for UMT a peacetime 
selective service policy under which all 
young men would have to serve two 
years in one of the armed branches and 
six years in the reserve. 

It is a foregone conclusion that any 
such program would encounter strong 
opposition in and out of Congress. With 
the world in a state of continuing Atom- 
ic-Age crisis, however, the need for con- 
tinuing maintenance of our military 
strength is urgent. And all commis- 
sions and committees that have studied 
our present military manpower require- 
ments are unanimous in warning that a 
permanent system of training men for 
regular or reserve services is essential 
to national security. 

The present draft law is scheduled to 
expire on June 30 of next year. It 
calls for two years of active military 
service by young men and six years of 
service in a reserve unit. But the re- 
serve requirement has proved to be 
widely misunderstood or evaded—and 
the law provides no means of compell- 
ing enrollment in a reserve component. 

There are no penalties for non-com- 
pliance. Under the proposed extension 


of the draft law, however, every ‘‘quali- 
fied young man” would have to serve 
not only on active duty for two years, 
but would be subject to reinduction 
for further active duty if he failed to 
join a reserve branch of one of the 
armed services. 

The reserve units of the Army and 
the Air Force would be merged with the 
National Guard into a federalized or- 
ganization. The Navy and Marine Corps 
would continue their own reserve organ- 
izations. 

In short, the Administration is so con- 
cerned over the international situation, 
as far as it may be foreseen, and con- 
siders the threat of aggression so seri- 
ous that it sees no safe alternative to 
maintenance of strong regular forces 
backed by a “ready reserve” of about 
the same number of trained men. 

Such a ready reserve is supposed to 


exist today, but it is mostly a paper’ 


organization. Defense Mobilizer Arthur 
Flemming recently told the President 
that “we do not have reserve forces ade- 
quate to the needs of an emergency.” 

By putting teeth in the present draft 
law as it affects reservists, the Admin- 
istration hopes to build up an effective 
ready reserve, plus a “selectively call- 
able” specialist reserve composed large- 
ly of men deferred because of scientific 
or other important work. 

How Congress reacts to any new man- 
power plan next session will depend a 
great deal on developments between 
now and then in Asia and Europe. If 
today’s precarious peace has become 
less pfecarious by next January, the 
question of continuing the draft in any 
form be a subject of warm debate. 

Certainly the debate will be on a 
higher plane, with fewer political over- 
tones, after the November elections than 
it would be today—and that is all to 
the good. For the problem of how large 
the Army, Air Force and Navy should 
be in an era of technological warfare is 
one that calls for nonpartisanship, clear 
thinking and forthright statesmanship.

Perhaps the heart of the

It adopted such an 
amendment, sponsored by Sen- 
ator Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), Ok-| 
lahoma, that also extended the 
period of compulsory sharing to 
10 years. 

But the conference committee 
eliminated compulsory sharing 
of patents. Instead, it only di- 
rected the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to give “preference” to 
applicants for commercial utili- 
zation licenses who agree to is- 
sue non-exclusive licenses on 
their patents.

The Wisconsin Republican, fac- 
ing censure charges in the Sen- 
ate, repeated his charges against 
Marshall — former Secretary of 
State and winner of the Nobel | 
peace prize—in an interview 
with Newsweek magazine. 

McCarthy, in his interview, | 
denied categorically charges that 
he diverted to his own use funds 
supplied to fight Communism, 
used relatives or associates to 
cover up financial transactions 
or “abused” Brig. Gen. Ralph W. 
Zwicker. 

All these charges have figured 
in the censure action which will 
be considered by a six-man group 
headed by Senator Arthur V.

McCarthy said Roy M. Cohn, | 
former chief counsel of his Sen- 
ate investigating subcommittee, 
was “pilloried because his ex- 
posures were embarrassing some 
of those In power.”

damages to 11 U.N. employes) 
who refused to answer questions | 
on Communism. 

The resolution, sponsored by | 
Representative Rogers (Dem.), 
Florida, was approved yesterday | 
without discussion. If approved | 
by the Senate, it would express 
the sense of Congress but would 
not carry the force of law. 

The 11 American employes, 
who have been dismissed, ap- 
pealed to the United Nations ad- 
ministrative tribuna] for dam- 
ages. Their appeal was upheld 
by the International Court of| 
Justice. They had declined to 
answer questions of the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee 
about alleged Communist affili- 
ations and associations on con- 
stitutional grounds.

McCarthy called his charges 
against Marshall “the coldly 
documented record of his deci- 
sions and acts which contributed 
s0 greatly to the strategy of our 
defeat in China.”

Big Stride Forward

HE exciting story of useful new lightweight artificial 
T limbs, of getting-amputees back on the job, sparkles in 

the enthusiastic voice of Lt. Charles C. Asbelle, U.S.N. 
Medical Corps rehabilitation specialist at the Navy Ampu- 
tation Center, Oakland, Calif. 

The sight of 5-year-old Dennis, a double feg amputee, 
pedaling his tricycle and walking like any other youngster 
—but on metal and plastic legs—gives this story a meaning. 

So does the confidence of a San Francisco newspaper 
reporter who walks up and down steps as he challenges you 
to decide which of his legs is artificial. You make a wild 
guess and say the right one is. He pulls up that trouser, 
revealing an artificial leg—plastic, rubber, metal» As you 
try to conceal your grin at having guessed right, your eyes 
bulge in amazement as he pulls up the other trouser to 
show that the left leg, too, is artificial!

THERE ARE NO STRAPS around his waist—nothing to 
bulge his clothing. He wears the new vacuum bucket type 
prosthesis (medical lingo for artificial limb). As the thigh 
stump goes into the soft-lined plastic “thigh,” air goes out 
through a valve near the knee. Suction holds the artificial 
lintb on. 

This is possible because of its light weight, due to plas- 
tics and alloys. New knee-joints, made of an aluminum 
alloy, have replaced older and heavier steel joints. The new 
joints are lighter and work better. 

Another improvement is the special adjustable-cadence 
leg. That means that the artificial leg swings forward at 
the same speed as its opposite real leg, whether you're 
walking or running. This means an easier, more natural 
gait for amputees fitted with these new limbs.

ACCORDING TO DR. ASBELLE, who is assistant di- 
rector of research in the development of these new arti- 
ficial legs and arms, another great improvement is the flex- 
ible ankle jojnt. Real ankle joints don’t simply allow the 
foot to bend back and forth. They also allow some twisting 
motion, which naturally occurs at the hip joint when you 
walk or pivot. 

A special combination of rubber, wood and plastic al- 
lows this twisting motion in the ankle of an artificial limb. 
Such a joint reduces the friction on the stump. When the 
hip and stump twist, the lower leg prosthesis can twist, too. 
Part of the new construction involves a rubber insert that. 
is softer at one end than at the other. 

Each artificial limb is designed and made individually 
for each amputee. Tell one of the Navy Amputation Center 
craftsmen that some motion can’t be incorporated into a 
new limb and he begins to get.interested. Here the impos- 
sible takes just a little longer.

Getting Rid of Silverfish. 
UR little worry for today is 
a.small insect which you may 
find scampering out of sight 
among some of the books on the 


- shelves or hiding in a crack in 


the wallpaper. 

This little character is called 
a silverfish. He’s about one 
third of an inch long and doesn’t 
have any wings. He is a sort of 
silver-gray color and has three 
long, slender projections for a 
tail. He* may look like a fish to 


you but he just looks like an . 


insect to me. Anyway, he’s a 


nuisance. 


Silverfish like a nice warm, 
moist climate and they don’t 
care for light. They spend most 
of their tne in the basement, 
because here conditions are al- 
most ideal. For feod they pre- 
fer starch and about the only 
place they can find starch is“in 
wallpaper paste and on the bind- 
ings of books. So they leave 
their nice damp basement and 
goesearching around the house 
for food, They also like window 
shades. 


The best way to get rid of 
silverfish is to go after their 
homes—cracks and crevices in 
the basement. Dust these with 
a regulation household DDT pow- 
der. Pyrethrum powder is. also 
effective. If you have found 
them among your books, it will 
probably pay you to remove the 
books and dust the shelves and 
cracks about the shelves with 
some of the poisons. 

You don’t have to be fright- 
ened of silverfish—they are more 
scared of you than you of them. 


Frozen Applesauce Dessert

cups (one No, 2 can) applesauce, 
(one cup orange juice), one- 
fourth cup lemon juice, three 
egg whites, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, three tablespoons sugar.

Easy-to-Make 
Dessert of | 
Angel Food

FREEZING compartment in 

the refrigerator is, of course, 

a year-around convenience. 
With frozen vegetables, fruits 
and a certain amount of meat— 
if you like to keep this on hand 
—we always have the materials 
for a last-minute meal. 

In summertime we are almost 
certain to have a supply of ice 
cream. If there are favorite 
flavors, several kinds may be 
purchased, although vanilla is 
always the standby. It lends it- 
self to combination with a va- 
riety of sauces and fruits. 

For a party dessert or for a 
special treat for the family, we 
can easily have what looks like 
an elaborate dessert. It does not 
take long to make an angel food 
cake, with the aid of one of the 
good mixes on the market. This 
can be done in the cool of the 
morning. At dinnertime it can 
be cut into slices and served 
with ice cream and frozen 
strawberries or peaches, unless 
you have some fresh fruit on 
hand that you prefer to use. 
The fresh strawberry season is 
over, while the peach season is 
just beginning. 

Angel Food Ice Cream Dessert. 

One package (14 ounces) angel 
food mix, one pint vanilla ice 
cream, one package quick-frozen 
sliced strawberries, thawed. 

Prepare angel food mix as di- 
rected on package. Pour batter 
quickly into two ungreased 9 
by 5 by 3-inch loaf pans. Cut 
gently through batter to remove 
large air bubbles. Bake at once 
in moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) about 30 minutes, or until 
cakes spring back when pressed 
gently with finger. Cool in pans, 
upside down, until cold—one to 
two hours. Then loosen from 
sides with knife and gently re- 
move cakes. 

Cut thick slices from one 
cake, then cut each slice in half 
to make two servings. Place six 
or seven pieces of cake around 
sides of a serving dish. Place 

scoops of ice cream in center of 
dish. Spoon strawberries over 
the ice cream. Serve at once. 

Yield: Six or seven servings. 

Variations: Instead of straw- 
berries: 

1. Use thawed frozen peaches, 
or sliced fresh peaches, or fresh 
raspberries. 

2. Top ice cream and cake 
with chocolate or butterscotch 
sauce. 

3. Top ice cream and cake 
with sliced bananas and fluffy
